A decision to keep the North school open 
at least until the end of the present school 
year was made at the meeting of the school 
board last Tuesday evening, after the com 
mittee had heard a group of North district 
residents present their side of the case at the 
schoolhouse 

lhe school for the past year has had only 
eleven pupils, nine from Andover, and two 
from Lawrence, and Henry C. Sanborn, 
superintendent of schools, reported that two 
would be leaving in June and two more enter 
ing in September. The teacher, Miss Verona 
Tierney, has resigned, and when Mr. Sanborn 
announced the resignation at a recent meet 
ing, he suggested the possibility of saving 
money by closing the school 

The residents of the North district were 
very much opposed to the closing of the 
school and the subsequent transportation of 
the pupils to other schools. Mrs. Arthur H 
Maddox was the chief spokesman for the 
residents, whose principal arguments were 
that the district was growing and therefore 
the school population would grow, that there 
were children going to the Shawsheen and 
West Center schools who belong at the North 
school, that the little first grade pupils would 
have to arise too early in the morning if they 
had to catch a bus, and that waiting for the 
bus in the cold weather would be a hardship 

The school committee returned to the high 
make its decision, William A 
Doherty presented a motion to keep the school 
open. Mr. Sanborn, on request of Mrs. Annie 
5. Angus, presented his report on the matter, 
which stated that the children could be 
brought in on Mr. W right’s regular morning 
bus which passes the North school about 
7:25 and which also passes very near the 
of most of the pupils, Five or six chil 
dren would be transported to the first four 
grades in the West Center school where they 
could be taken care of by the present staff of 
two teachers. Four or five others would have 
to be brought into town, probably the John 
Dove school’s fifth and sixth grades. © 

lhe total additional mileage per day would 
be 5.2, which would cost $148.20 per year 
Against this are set the costs of operating the 
school, which came to about $2000. This sum 
includes the salary of a teacher, heat, light, 
janitor service, and travelling expenses to the 
district for the various supervisors, nurses, 
and the superintendent 

Mr. Doherty, Miss Geagan, Mr. Carter 
and Mr, Lewis spoke in favor of keeping the 
school open, Mrs. Barnes and Mr. Grover 
expressed sympathy with the residents of the 
district, but stated that the $2000 should be 
saved if it could be done without seriously 
injuring the welfare of the younger children 

Chairman Frederick C, Smith relinquished 
the chair to Miss Geagan and offered an 
amendment which added “until the end of 
the present school year" to Mr. Doherty’s 
motion, In the meantime the matter will b« 
given further study. The amendment was 
passed unanimously. The matter of choosing 
a substitute for the remaining seven or eight 
weeks was left in the hands of the superinten 
dent and the sub-committee 

Arthur R. Lewis reported that the Bradlee 
lawn, if it were done right, would cost more 
than the $375 allotted for this purpose in the 
budget.

When you see an item about Andover in the 
Boston papers, did you ever wonder how it 
got there? The moving pictures which you all 
have seen show actors taking the part of 
newspapermen, invariably with a notebook 
and pencil in hand, a cigarette hanging limply 
from their lips, wearing a vest and shirt 
sleeves rather than a coat, and a hat pushed 
back from a very much tousled head while 
they rush around on what seems a limitless 
series of exciting events. Presumably these 
people are supposed to represent big city 
newspapermen working in a big city 

However, any big city paper that is worth 
its salt usually has a staff far larger than the | 
workers who make the city room their head- 
quarters, News happens everywhere and all 
the Boston papers have district reporters 
whose duty it is to cover local happenings 
The Herald has a Lawrence newspaperman 


Post. The Globe has a man cover Lawrence, 
North Andover, and Methuen, while a local} 
man is assigned to cover Andover 

The methods of transmitting stories to the 
Boston papers varies with the importance of 
the story. With the Globe for instance, some 
stories are telegraphed, some are tele phoned 
and some sent in by messenger. Take any 
spring day for example. In the afternoon

This mater- 
ial is sent in by messenger on the trains be- 
tween seven and eight in the morning, and 
the paper pays him a daily fee when he 
arrives there. 

And that’s how your local news reaches 
Boston. A big city paper is much like an 
octopus, with legs reaching out in all direc 
tions to grasp every story of importance in 
sight. The big difference of course is that this 
particular octopus has about as many legs as 
a centipede, which may make it a centipus.

Double Bass Is Larger 
Than the Player Himself 


The double bass, which stands beside 
its player at the rear of the orchestra, 
is larger than the player himself, Like 
the cello, it has a spike which rests up- 
on the floor, Owing to the thickness of 
Its strings and because of the great 
size of the instrument, exceptional 
strength Is required to press down the 
heavy strings. The bow is very sturdy. 

Solo playing on the double bass 
would seem at first sight to have all 
the delicacy of an elephant dancing. 
The double bass harmonics are of little 
value, yet there have been great solo 
players on the double bass, such as the 
Italian Dragonetti, (1763- 

The very deep tones of the double 
bass are essential as support for other 
Instruments, writes an authority in the 
Washington Post. It is the giant mem- 
ber of the violin family, 

The tone-color of the double bass Is 
heavy, gruff, ponderous. It may be 
used to burlesque the effects of lighter 
instruments, In swift passages it can 
never be entirely clear; for its long, 
heavy strings are s to cease vi- 
brating. 


The double bass, then, may be used 
for the most part as a humble drudge, 
giving the foundation of orchestral mu- 
sic. But it has capabilities, and the 
great composers have given it passages 
that are of the utmost significance and 
importance, 


War Weapons of Romans 
Hurled Rocks and Spears 


Many of the modern weapons of 
war are based on improvements which 
have been made on ancient arms. 
This is revealed by two weapons used 
by the ancients. The chief armaments 
used by the Romans, for example, 
were the onager and ballista, the for- 
mer comparing to light field artillery, 
the second to longer-range guns, 

The onager, says the Montreal Her- 
ald, consisted of a throwing arm of 
very hard wood to which was attached 
a slug which held a stone ball about 


the size of a man's head. The bal- 
lista was a much heavier wooden 
framework upon which was mounted 
a crossbow of enormous power, the 
tension of which was obtained by 
windlass and cogwheel arrangement. 
The ballista threw long spears of 


hardwoods a distance of nearly half 
a mile. 

Armored elephants with scythes 
fastened to their trunks were used as 
“tanks” by the ancient Persians, Their 
airplanes were flocks of flerce fal- 
cons trained to fly into the face of 
enemles, clawing at eyes and features. 
The Babylonians and Carthaginians 
had liquid fire similar in deadly effect 
to the modern poison gas. 


Walter Raleigh at Guiana

in 1499 and 1500 by Ojeda, Vespucel 
and Pinzon, The Spaniards planted a 
few settlements in the region, none of 
which seem to have had any long exist-
